'H e 
points out their merits and delivers them iu 
a box b}' tiie dozen to llie eager market 
gardener who takes ids ciioice and pays liis 
price.

Tiic sensibility often does not return for 
one and a-half or two hours. 
Chloral doe.s 
not act aumsUietically ou tlie sensitive 
plant.— Tlicsc obsorvations afforded Sf. 
Arloing an opp-jrlunity of ascertaining ve­ 
locity of liquids in the stem and braucbe.sof 
plants under stfictly physiological condi­ 
tions whereas past experiments ou tlic suli- 
jcct have been made with ivitbered or mu­ 
tilated .plant?, J f tho leaves,are in good 
st.ate, the common petioles bend down sud- 
dcmly and successively from below upwards 
in tile plant as the absor’oed clilorol'orm 
reaches them. .Hence, knowing llie di­ 
mensions of 
the plant tlie 
volocity- 
of 
the 
chloroformized 
water 
iu 
the stem .and primary- petioles can be casiiy 
calculated. 
Within the stem, tlic velocity 
is modified by the state of tlie tis.?ues aud 
foliage, the temperature, Ac.; it was found 
in d'lllerent cases, at the rate of 0.90 med­ 
res, 3.22 metres, 2.-1-0 metres, and o.Tu 
metres per hour. 
Tlie, velocity incrcu.ses 
■from the base to the top of the stem in the 
ratio ot 1 to 1.25 or 1.00, and it is one and 
a half times or twice as great in the petioles 
as in tho stem. 
Tlie time of absorption by 
the roots iva.s found to vary from two to 
six aud á lialf minutes.

If you cannot 
thus circumvent that shy aud cunning old 
specimen, I -will give you my plan witli 
siryclinine, wliicii is as swift witli rats as 
with dogs. 
So inucli for the M isconsiii 
rats. 
We cannot but think that the “old 
Solomons” out there are uot half so wise 
or cunning as some we have encouutered 
at the East. 
Some years ago the rats made 
bad lia.voc iu our collar, and we resolved to 
try the efficacy of the steel trap. 
It was 
set in a large fiat vessel and well covered 
aud hidden witli bran.

A few- niglits 
ago Edward Scannell, 
shot anil daiigeroiisiy- xvomided Henry 
Wilson, ill a low grogery iu New York. The 
male mombers of the family seem born to 
misfortune, which is a mild word to ex­ 
press what has, at times, been tinged with 
crime. 
In the fall election at 18118 Fior- 
enco Sean'nell was a candidate for Assistant 
Alderman. 
A few niglits before the elact- 
tion he 'Was in Tliomaa Donohue’s saloon, 
at Twenly--tliird street and Second avenue. 
Thejilace was crowded, and niuoh Iteated 
dicussion oil pblltics look place. Hot words 
led to blows : during the fracas someone 
fired a pistol. 
The bullet lodged in Fior- 
once Scannell’s spine. 
After lingering for 
a few days lie died in Bellevue Hospital. 
John Scannell acfcused Donohue of shooting 
his brotlior, aitlidiigli tho ciinrge -was not 
made until several days afterwards, 
Notli- 
ing could be proved against Donoliue, aud 
the charge fell to the ground. 
Indeed, it 
was said at the time, and it is current 
among politicians aud sporting men, . that 
John Scannell himself fired tlic sliut, iu- 
tending I obit another mam 
Be lliis as it 
may, John Scannell professed to believe 
that Donohue was his bi-ulher’» inuiderer, 
and then dotermiued to slay him. 
Dono- 
iiue was shot at once in First avenue, and 
ail endeavor was made to sliow tliat Scaii- 
nell had made the attempt to .ass.assinato 
him, but tbe evidence iviis not snrllcieut to 
fasten tlie eriiiie ou him. 
A ll: that could 
be proved was that, a man in disguise hail 
sliol at Douuuue. 
Four years passed aud 
Donohue still lived, hut'Scannell had not 
relinquished his purpose. 
Instead, his de­ 
termination grew stronger with time, and 
eventually consumed every qtlier desire : it 
became a mania, which controlled his wa­ 
king thoughts and dreaming.hqiirs. On the 
eve of the Prosidential elecliouj in Novem­ 
ber, 1872, tho pool rooms in this city were 
crowded by eager.investors on ,lba result. 
One of the most noted plaqes at that time 
w'lis T. B. Jolinson’s at Broadway and 
Tweuty'-eiglit street, 
On flic''Saturday 
preceding the day ot election 
that place 
was literally packed. ■ Standing; near the 
door was Tlidmas Donohue, -with no thought 
or care apparcutly f.or auything else than 
iiivostiug his money in .the elecliqu poois. 
As he was turning to ‘speak to ’ á ’ friend, 
John Scannell went down-Uip stairs .:;.-i 
saw him. 
Ifith'oiit -.varnimr. u- drew his 
pistol, and pointing it at Donohue., began 
firing, remarking, “I have you n.qw.” -Doii- 
obue. t'eli at tlic ilrsl, fire, and Scannell then 
emptied the remaining shots in' his pistol 
into the body- of the fallen m an.. Deatli 
ensued almost iiuracdiatety, and Scannult 
was arrchled aud indicted for murder. 
Ou 
his lirst trial he was sente'iioed to be liuiig : 
the ease was appealed, .a new- trial grealed, 
and by a jury of physicians Scannell w-.us 
deeiareil insuiie. 
He was sent to the State 
Asyiulu at Utica, and ai'tor a sliort confine­ 
ment there, was released on a -.vrit of lia'bcas 
corpus, the courts wiiich dnciarcd him iu- 
sauc then declaring him sane. 
At the time 
Donohue vvas shot Edward Scaiineil was at 
Fordh.anrCóllege. 
It iva.? the desire of the 
family- lhat he should be educated for the 
priesthood. 
His brother's crime liarred 
I,!m out from so .ambitio'J.s a' oall.ug, and 
from tlial day he changed from a moral 
youth to a reckless man. 
IVhen John 
Scaiineil wasrclcaseii from liic a.syiuui he 
entered at once upon the Ufe of a profess­ 
ional sjiorting man. 
He became, and is 
now part owner of a gambling saloon in 
Barclay street aud another near Thirtieth 
and Broadway. 
In botli of these places 
■liis younger brot'icr, Ed. Scannell, was 
dealer for a faro game.

If your coal lire is low, throiv in a table- 
snouuful of salt, and it will help it very 
nmcli.

The projector of tho Sutro Tunnel i.s of 
the opinion that the hot water which is so 
troublesome in the Comstoc'i mines , comes 
from a depth of ten or fifteen thousand 
feet, where tho rocks arc at a high temper­ 
ature ; also tiiat tliere must be some cou- 
nection between the water of tiio Comstock 
lode and lhat of' the boiling springs at 
Steamboat, six or seven miles distant. One 
of the great advantages of the tiiimel is tlie 
means it affords for draining tlie mines. 
The tunnel discharges iibout. twelve Ihoii- 
sand ton of water every lwen‘i,y-four hours. 
To lift this water to tlie surface would cost 
not less Uia,i $3,000 a day. 
Some of the. 
water has a temperature of Kio degre.s.s 
■w'nerc all llic water mingles; four miles 
from the nioutli of the tuuiiell Uie tempera­ 
ture rangesjfrom 130 degrees to 135 degri-gs. 
If left to flow through the open InunuT this 
water would so fiil the air with steam .as to 
make the Umnel impassable. , In flowing 
tho four miles IhrougU.n Light flume made 
of 3 inch yeliow pine, the water loses but 
7 degress of heal. 
At the . mouth -of the 
tuunel the watei is couducied sixty feet 
down a slinft to a wliccl i-u íl-ic rriuclune shop, 
whence it is carried off by a tunnel eleven 
hundred feet in length, which serves us a 
tail race. ;From tliis tunnel the water liov/s 
a mile and a half to the Carson river. This 
largo flow of warm water is now used for 
many purpose, the first to utilizó it having 
been boys who made small ponds to swim 
in—pioneers, it may be, in estalilishing a 
system of warm baths, -.vliich may ultimat­ 
ely become a great sanitary resort. 
The 
water can also be turned to account in heat­ 
ing hot houses and for irrigation. 
The 
tunnel company have a farm of over a 
thousand 'acres ivhich, 
wlie.u, properly 
watered, is very fertile. 
In course of time 
there will iiro’oiible be many acres' of fruit 
and vegetables under glass at tins point all 
■warmed and watered by the tunnel water.

IVhy ? 
I cannot toll, unless it is m ere­ 
ly another case of the “ prophet m Ins 
own c o u n try ,” the pecan being “ only 
a wild tree,” you know . 
Possibly we 
would all have E nglish w alnuts, lyoiild 
they grow wdth us as readily as does 
the pecan, and yet there isulw ays a de­ 
mand for the fru it of the pecan, and it 
is really m ore prolilable th an th ato fth e 
E nglish w alnut. 
We ought to pu t out 
pecan trees. 
N eglecting to do so may 
bo w ronging ourselves, and it is un­ 
doubtedly w ronging the generation to 
Come after us. 
There can be no doubt 
of the fact th at the m an who leaves to 
his posterity a flourishing grove of pe-. 
can trees, leaves them a legacy alm ost 
as good as a gold m ine. 
T hat is w hat 
they say concerning the olive groves 
in the Old W orld, and u pecan grove, 
prniierly cared for, w ould be w orth, all 
things cousideretj, ju st about as much 
as ail olive grove of the sam e size. 
The pecan starts readily from seed ; 
most of the n u ts ollcrcd for sale in the 
shoos w ill germ inate prom ptly if care­ 
fully p lan ted . I t likes low, rich, bot- 
tom 'laiid, not perm anently w et, tliongh 
it w ill do very well on nplands and in 
soil of alm ost any ch aracter, 
in a 
w ord, any soil th at w ill sustain an ap­ 
ple or a p'oaeh orchard, will do for the 
pecan; and it is a tree of m uch wider 
range than is g enerally suiipo.sed.

have seen as lino pecans grow ing in 
the woods along the ilisslssip p i river, 
one hundred miles above St. l.oui.s, as 
ever g rew in the State o f Te.vas.

The proposition to build a monu- 
mciit'lo Slajor Audrc at Turrvlnwa has 
also led to the recttiling of incidents in 
Arnold’s career, 'lucre is one rei.-inisceucc 
of that cliaraclcr which has not been incn- 
tioued. 
¿cvcral years ago a gentleman of 
Brooklyn, who lias long been uoti-tt foi bis 
love of rare books, manuscripls, patnphlcts 
and engravings, came into the possession itf 
a doeuineut signed by Arnold and a fi ieud, 
which be has carefully treasuretl until the 
present day. 
'Lho paper is a written pledge, 
that the man who shoiUd he maimed (irst 
should receive from the otlier the gift of a 
silver toa-pot, of the value of .Lió. 
The 
paper was dated hcforo the Uevolutionary 
war, and was signed hy a gentleman by 
the name of Atlanis, as a witness. 
The 
paper is now worn and stained iviih time, 
but the writing is as black and legible as 
the day it was written. 
Not long ago a 
man came into the ollice of the owner of 
this precious document, and .said, “ I im- 
dcrslaucl you are a gatherer of oltl things. 
Hero is something 1 want to show yon. 
S. 
>1. L. Barlow wants it and liius ollered to 
pa.r so much for it, hut j’ou can liavo it if 
you will give “ a terlaiii other sum,” nam­ 
ing it. 
‘•W'l'.ll,” was the reply, “ let’s sec 
it.” 
The man began unfolding carefully 
an ancient, time-stained documciu, upon 
which, as itc was opening it, there appeared 
the striking signature of Ueiiedicl Arnold. 
'I’liG signaluro w.as recognized the moment 
it was seen, although it was upside down, 
and the bargain was closed without a 
luouieiit’s delay. 
'I'he paper turned out to 
be a bet beiwoeii Arnold and Adams. '3'lie 
witness of the document referred to above, 
in reference to wiiich of the two men would 
probably be married lirst, and it ccntaiued 
a pledge that the one who was first mar­ 
ried should receive a gift of silver plate 
worth X'íü fro.m the otlier.

witnesied by the man who made llie tir.sl 
bet with Arnold. 
Tjic two documents bore 
tlie same dale, and liad evidently been
